EX-PARTNER OF GOV, SMITH 
HELD IN HUGE LIQUOR PLOT 


Eward Kelly, Trucking Company 
Head, New Figure in Al- 
leged Syndicate.

NEW YORK, April 20.—Edward

Kelly. heretofore unmentioned in 
the annals of the so-called William 
Dwyer $25,000,000 liquor syndi- 


cate, and a former vice president 
of the United States Trucking Cor- 
poration, was arrested at his home 
yesterday charged with conspiring 
to violate the prohibition law and 
the bribery of Coast Guard offi- 
cers, 

Kelly, according to United States 
District Attorney Buckner, is one 
of the leaders of the alleged syndi- 
cate and was named in two indict- 
ments returned by a December 
Federal grand jury which indicted 
61 persons as members of the or- 
ganization. 

Kelly was held for trial in bail 
of $40,000. According to first re- 
ports bail bond was furnished by 
Daniel Riordan who, with Gov. 
Smith, was formerly associated 
with Kelly during their affiliation 
with the trucking company. It 
later developed that the surety was 
signed by a James 8S. Reardon of 
380 Wall Street. 

The syndicate, with which Buck- 
ner says Kelly was connected, was 
alleged to have operated 18 ocean- 
going steamers in liquor trade. 


On the question of armament 


| limitation, the Secretary said the 
United States Government would 
“welcome an agreement which 


would complete the work begun 
in Washington’ at the 1921 con- 
ference, “particularly as_ there is 
danger that the competitive con- 
struction which formerly existed, 
particularly with respect to capital 
ships, may still be continued, in a 
less aggravated form. “with respect 


to cruisers and cther types of 
naval craft not dealt with by the 
Washington treaties.’’ 

Kellogg pledged that the dele- 
gates from the United States to the 


preliminary armaments’ confer- 
ence in Geneva would ‘use their 
influence in favor of projects 


which may be practical in their 
application and realizable in their 
development.” ‘ 

To this end, he said, the Ameri- ; 
can representatives would “help 
to the utmost of their ability in 
preparing the way for agreements); 
for the further limination of naval 
armament at no distant date.”’ 

American Coopcration. 

‘Each definite move toward dis- 
armament, small though it be, is 
of greater value for the promotion 
of world peace than ambition and 
all-inclusive projects which may 
be excellent in theory but which 
fail to take account of existing 
world problems. 

“The questions which have been 
submitted for the consideration of 
the preparatory commission are 
very general and sweeping in char- 
acter and until there has been some 
discussion it is impossible to de- 
termine what definite proposals 
can most profitably be advanced 
but when the most practicable line 
of action is determined this Gov- 
ernment ean be counted on to co- 
operate within the limits of its 
tradition] policy in any serious ef- 
fort toward further limitations of 
the burden of armaments.” 
Regarding limitation of land 
armaments, Kellogg said this coun- 
try already had voluntarily reduced 
to the minimum, and added: 
“We have every reason to rejoice 
that our situation has permitted 
this, but this is not justification for 
overlooking the different problems 
with which other countries are 
faced. We would naturally wel- 
come any steps which other Powers 
might take toward the limitation of 
land armament; we shall be glad if 
we can 2t any time exert a help- 
ful influence in this direction.” 
Endeavors in China. 
The situation in China has to be 
viewed, the secretary said, in the 
perspective of that country’s his- 


tory. 

“We have endeavored, and we 
are endeavoring,” he said, “to car- 
ry out those promises solemniy 


made to the Chinese people in the 
‘eovenants adopted at the Washint- 
ton conference. The tariff cor- 
ference and the Extra-Terri- 
torial Commission are still sitting 
in Pekin, are making progress and 
are carrying out the mandates dir- 
tated by the Washington confer- 
ence.”’ 
As to the treaty situation between 
the United States and Turkey, Kel- 
logg said, there had been no de- 
parture from the traditional, typl- 
cal American policy. 
“We have endeavored to afford 
proper protection to all legitimate 
American activities in Turkey,” he 
added, referring to the pending 
Lausanne convention. Criticism di- 
rected against this treaty was de- 
scribed as “negative,”” and the 
speaker asserted “this Government 
cannot conduct its foreign policy 
with negatives.” 

Tacna-Arica Dispute. 
The Secretary referred to the ar- 
bitration and mediatién nefotia- 
tions undertaken by this Govern- 
ment to adjust the Tacna-Arica 
dispute between Chile and Peru, 
He reminded the audience, partic- 
ularly the Latin-American journal- 
ists presept, that the true policy?

Gen. Harbord in London Sends 
$1000 Order to Corpora- 
tion in U 5S.

LONDON, April 20.—For the 
first time in the history of banking, 
a check has been transmitted pho- 
tographically across the ocean by 
wireless, and will be duly honored 
if there are no legal impediments. 

The check for $1000 was drawn 
by Gen. J. G. Harbord on the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co. in favor of the Ra- 
dio Corpgration of America, of 
which Gen. Harbord is president. It 
was transmitted from Marconi 
headquarters here this afternoon 
by the system invented by Capt. 
Richard H. Ranger. 

American Ambassador’ Houghton 
attended the demonstration of the, 
apparatus, and sent the first meés- 
sage, addressed to the Rev. Samuel 
Smith Drury, rector of his old 
school, St. Paul’s at Concord, N. H. 
The message follows: 

“This is the first message repro- 
duced by wireless across the Atlan- 
tic. I send it to you with best 
wishes.”’
